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FALLING GLASS 

INJURES GIRL 
IN NIGHTCLUB 

Police arrest two after panel plummets onto crowded 
dancefloor in one of city's most popular night sp ots 


A GIRL was left with a frac¬ 
tured skull after a glass 
panel plummeted 14 feet on 
to the dance floor at Chill 
nightclub in Canterbury. 

Florence Hollands, 20, was one of 
four people injured in the early hours 
of Saturday morning when a panel 
came loose from the balcony and 
crashed down into the club. 

She was first taken to the William 
Harvey hospital in Ashford and was 
then transferred to a specialist unit at 
King’s College Hospital in London. 

Tim Bennett, Miss Hollands’s

boyfriend of 10 months, said: “She 
sounds alright and she looks okay, but 
the doctors are worried because the 
skull fracture is very close to her 
brain. 

“I am angry at the club. But to be 
honest I couldn’t really care less about 
the club, I care more about my girl¬ 
friend. 

“When I found out I was worried 
and upset. I’ve been to see her and 


she’s all right. She’s had a lot of visi¬ 
tors.” 

An 18-year-old man was also taken 
to the William Harvey Hospital in 
Ashford to have treatment for a cut to 
his head, and was released later on 
Saturday. 

Two other people had a lucky escape 
with minor cuts and bruises, and were 
not taken to hospital. 

Police were called to Chill at 1.45 am 
and arrested two men who were on 
the balcony area while they investi¬ 
gated what happened. 

But the 24-year-old from 
Canterbury and the 23-year-old from

Neighbours' concerns 
over frozen food store

WHITSTABLE’S woes over 
Woolworths are far from 
over as the planned replace¬ 
ment is already causing con¬ 
troversy in nearby Herne 
Bay 

Iceland’s noisy cooling fans installed 
without planning permission in the 
new Heme Bay branch have brought 
complaints from the store’s neighbours. 

A council spokesman said: “The 
shop has now turned down the fan to 
reduce the noise. Iceland has also sub¬ 
mitted a retrospective planning appli¬ 
cation for the unit.” 

In Whitstable, neighbours have 
expressed concern that air condition¬ 
ing units and freezers at the new 
store will be equally disruptive. 

They also fear Iceland will have 
more delivery lorries blocking drive¬ 
ways in their narrow road. 

Christian and Christina Brewer, 
who live right next to the site, are par¬ 
ticularly worried. 

Mr Brewer said: “We object to the 
additional noise levels industrial air 
conditioning and refrigeration units 
will make so close plus additional 
lorry traffic on such a narrow road.” 

The Brewers had an arrangement 
with Woolworths that their twice- 
weekly delivery truck would not 


arrive before 7am. 

Mr Brewer said: “With Iceland the 
lorry traffic will increase and lorries 
will park across our gate.” 

Chris West, Herne Bay and 
Whitstable town manager, said: “I 
don’t think there will be a problem 
with lorries - it hasn’t been the case 
with the new Iceland in Heme Bay. 

“I’m sure they will adapt their deliv¬ 
eries so as not to be a nuisance. 

“As far as the noise is concerned, 
they do have compressors fitted to 


their extractor fans which are sup¬ 
posed to silence them.” 

An Iceland spokesperson said: “Any 
external plant will comply with the 
relevant British standards on accept¬ 
able noise levels, but we will review 
each store on opening.” 

Iceland was a cause of contention 
earlier in the year when it transpired 
parts of Whitstable High Street would 
have to be taken up to lay new cables 
for the power-hungry store.

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BRITAIN’S most dangerous and ener¬ 
getic lovers are under surveillance at 
Wildwood. 

The fiercely territorial pine 
martens, a protected species in the 
UK, are subject to a 24-hour love 
patrol, to make sure they play fair 
during the mating season. 

The creatures are very territorial, 
and even attack potential mates. This 
behaviour is exacerbated in captivity. 

Conservationists at the park, 
Wildwood, have created a ‘tunnel of 
love’ to help the martens to breed. 

The love patrol is necessary to stop 


the pairs from fighting. They can be 
separated with sliding panels. 

Despite their violent tendencies, 
pine martens are very enthusiastic 
procreators - they mate three or four 
times a day for up to two hours at a 
time. 

The tunnel winds around the enclo¬ 
sures of a male and a female, and this 
is the fourth year it has been used. 
Two baby pine martens resulted from 
last year’s efforts. 

The animals, which are about the 
size of a small cat, are members of the 
weasel family.

JAILED pimp Tim Blake-Bowell 
worked as taxi-driver in 
Canterbury for the last two years 
after being granted a licence by the 
council. 

Blake-Bowell, 47, of Querns Road, used to 
teach at King Ethelbert School in Birchington, 
and was convicted last week of controlling pros¬ 
titutes for financial gain, along with his ex-wife 
Emma. 

He had been working for the firm Cabco 
Canterbury as a private hire driver, meaning 
he could only take passengers who had pre¬ 
ordered a taxi. 

A driver who works at the firm said: “He did¬ 
n’t say what he was doing as such, but we all 
thought he was a male whore. 

“These poor teachers, they say they’re under¬ 
paid, which I think they are to sit in a room 
with little s***s that don’t want to be there, but 
you wouldn’t go out and prostitute yourself for 
a couple of hundred quid, would you?” 

Blake-Bowell became a licensed cab driver 
soon after the investigation into his prostitu¬ 
tion racket began. 

The driver, who did not wish to be named, 
said: “He did work hard; as a driver we never 
had any problems with him at all. But we all 
knew he was up to something on the side. 

“He told me he advertised his massages on 
gay websites because it brought in more busi¬ 
ness, but he said he never gave them any 
extras. I thought ‘yeah right’.” 


According to the taxi firm’s owner, Robert 
Jones, the company was aware of the investiga¬ 
tion before employing him and made sure to 
keep an eye on their new recruit. 

Mr Jones, whose company operates from 
Dover Street, said his business has the technol¬ 
ogy to track his employees’ taxis, some of which 
have CCTV in them. 

Mr Jones also said he made sure Mr Blake- 
Powell was not given jobs involving lone women 
or children. 

He said: “He was pretty straight as a driver. 
He knew we were monitoring him. As a person, 
he was a nice enough guy.” 


Although Mr Blake-Powell was under inves¬ 
tigation when he applied for his licence, the 
council said it was powerless to prevent it from 
being granted. 

A council spokesman said: “Mr Blake-Bowell 
was given an enhanced Criminal Records 
Bureau check when he first applied for a licence 
two years ago. 

“It did not pick anything up, no previous con¬ 
victions, nothing, so there was no reason not to 
issue him with a licence.” 

But the convicted felon will not be able to 
drive a taxi again for a long time - he cannot re¬ 
apply for a licence for at least five years. 


Swine flu case at 
grammar school 

SWINE flu has struck a pupil at the 
Simon Langton Girls’ Grammar School. 

The school has said there is only one 
confirmed case and letters were sent 
home to parents on Wednesday, July 8. 

There are no plans to close the school 
before term ends on Friday, July 17. 

A spokesman said: ‘We are following 
standard procedures and it is all under 
control. We have sent letters home and 
there is also information on the website.” 

The school has not told pupils and 
teachers which year group or class the 
infected girl is in. 

Andrew Scott-Clark, eastern and 
coastal Kent NHS’s deputy director of 
public health, said: We are now unable 
to give the exact number of cases of 
swine flu in Kent as the containment 
phase is over and swabbing has finished. 

We want to reassure the public that 
we have robust plans in place. 

“People should not go to accident and 
emergency departments, minor injury 
departments or their doctor if they sus¬ 
pect they have swine flu, but should 
phone their GP.” 

Organisers happy 
at Lounge event 

SECURITY staff at Lounge on the Farm 
called police to arrest a man on suspicion 
of drug offences. 

The 25-year-old was arrested at 
Merton Farm off Nackington Road, 
Canterbury. He was questioned and 
released on bail until August 21. 

Keys were stolen from a tent over the 
weekend, and a purse was also stolen 
from a handbag. 

Police received 12 complaints about 
noise from the festival. This is now being 
dealt with by the council.

Ashford were later released with¬ 
out charge, and are no longer being 
investigated by police. 

Yet the club blames the two men 
for what happened. 

A spokesperson for Chill said: “A 
glass panel was forced free from 
the balcony by two males who were 
consequently arrested by police. 

“The safety of customers is of 
paramount importance at Chill 
and specialists were called to 
repair the balcony panel. 

“Representatives from the local 
health and safety authority have 
confirmed that they are happy 
with both our procedures under¬ 
taken on the evening and the state 
of our repairs.” 

But according to a friend of Miss 
Hollands, one of the men in ques¬ 
tion is her brother, and both are 
distraught at what had happened, 
which they say was caused by the 
panel being improperly attached. 

They say the family may be tak¬ 
ing legal action against the club. 

A council spokesman said: “A 
health and safety officer went to 
the site on Monday. We are happy 
with the steps the club have taken 
so far and will be in contact with 
them.” 


Man arrested for 
attack recognised 
as sex shop thief 


WHEN Terry Thurling was pulled in 
for attacking a store detective an 
alert police officer noticed he’d been 
stealing sex aids from Canterbury’s 
Anne Summers shop. 

Thurling, 27, of Rutland Gardens, 
Margate, was filmed stealing vibra¬ 
tors worth £323 from the shop in 
Whitefriars. 

Canterbury magistrates heard the 
convicted thief violated his parole in 
the process. 

Jody Tyman, prosecuting, said 
Thurling was arrested after he stole 
children’s clothes, razor blades and 
perfume worth £268.81 on June 30. 

Three days previously he had 
stolen sex aids from the adult shop. 

She said Thurling was caught 
when the security guard at Boots, in 
Wincheap, saw him putting items 
into a holdall. 

When the guard asked him to stop, 
Thurling lunged at him with a pair 
of pliers he was carrying. 

Thurling ran away and hid in 


some bushes, where he was caught. 

It was while he was in custody at 
Canterbury Police station that an 
officer investigating the vibrator 
theft recognised him from CCTV 
film. 

The sex aids were never recovered 
and wouldn’t be suitable for resale 
anyway, Mrs Tyman said. 

Thurling admitted assault and the 
theft from Boots, and asked for the 
theft from Anne Summers to be 
taken into consideration. 

Anton Walden, defending, said 
Thurling was homeless and hungry, 
so he sold the vibrators to buy food. 

Three days later, still hungry, he 
went into Boots. 

Mr Walden claimed Thurling was 
on his way to return the goods when 
he was grabbed. 

Thurling was ordered to return to 
prison to serve 33 days from a previ¬ 
ous sentence and was jailed for a fur¬ 
ther 120 days for assault and 
shoplifting.

Cathedral gives up 
its hidden spaces

CANTERBURY Cathedral is a 
well-known British landmark, but 
few get to see its upper rooms and 
passageways with their hidden 
secrets. 


In this feature we explore the unseen cathe¬ 
dral - inside the roof-spaces and towers which 
reveal the true structure and extraordinary 
genius of our most famous historic building. 



The North Nave Roof Space 

After walking through a door in the 
Martyrdom, where St Thomas Becket was 
murdered, and climbing a spiral staircase 
walled with limestone, we turned down a nar¬ 
row passageway. At the end is a tiny opening 
leading to this glorious yet neglected space. 

Above the north aisle, the lumps in the dusty 
floor are the arches which hold up the stone 
vaults so magnificent from below. 

They are entirely self-supporting, with only 
a 15th Century beamed roof to keep the rain 
out. In some parts of the cathedral this is fail¬ 
ing, causing leaks into the roof space. 

The North West Transept Staircase and Roof 

As we climb the 
spiral staircase, 
more holes appear 
between the Kentish 
ragstone steps. 

Less public bits of 
the cathedral bear¬ 
ing the brunt of 
wear. 

Stonemason 
Darren McCulloch, 

Smith, my guide on 
this unusual tour, 
said: ‘We had to put 




a canopy over the north-west door because of 
falling masonry, which was possibly due to the 
extremely hot weather we have had.” 

But bad repairs have a big part to play too. 

He said: “Most of what we replace is 
Victorian because of poor quality Caen stone 
and hard mortar, which doesn’t let the stone 


expand and contract.” 

North-West Transept Roof Space 



At the top of the staircase we come to the 
roof space above the Martyrdom. This room 
was built in the late 14th Century on existing 
Norman walls. The timbers date from the 14th 
Century but then, Chris McWilliams from the 
Save Canterbury Cathedral Appeal tells me, a 
timber was recently found in another part of 
the cathedral dating from 1080. 

The back wall of this room still shows some 
of the original Norman decoration. 


Bell Harry Wheel Room 

We go through a 
metal door and out 
into the Square - 
the gallery which 
runs inside the cen¬ 
tral Bell Harry 
tower. Through 
another door and 
up a staircase is the 
huge, magnificent 
centre of the tower. 

Bell Harry was 
built in the mid- 
1400s, mainly out of 
brick - apparently 
one of the earliest 
uses of brickwork in the country. 

The gigantic wheel, used to bring stone up 
the tower, is probably not original. 

The Lower Bell Harry Room 

Down a trapdoor and a narrow ladder we 
come to much brighter space (main picture). 
We have to watch where we stand as rotten 
floorboards give way to stone vaulting. We are 
above the ornate roof in the middle of the 
cathedral. 

A circular plug in the middle of the floor 
turns out to be the beautifully painted boss in 
the middle of the ceiling. It seems best not to 
stand on it. Behind it is the heavier original 
now stuck in this space as it is too big to 
remove. It is still attached to the 1470s beam 
that took it out.

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Oyster festival's 
TV role to draw 
in more visitors

WHITSTABLE played a starring 
role in the current series of peren¬ 
nially popular BBC2 show Coast 
last night. 

The Bafta award-winning programme 
began the series at the Whitstable Oyster 
Festival, with an episode filmed last year. 

Coast presenter Nicholas Crane told 
Yourcanterbury ahead of filming the new 
series that towns previously visited by the 
programme had enjoyed a boost in tourism. 

After sampling the festivities in the pictur¬ 
esque town, co-presenter Neil Oliver headed 
offshore to the Red Sands Sea Forts. 

The Thames Estuary forts, which were 
built as air defences during the Second World 
War, can be accessed from Northfleet. 

Civil engineer Guy Maunsell designed the 
offshore defences and although his ideas 
were seen as eccentric at the time, by 1942 
four forts, which each housed around 120 
men, had been built and were operational. 

The armed forts were used by the Navy to 
deter and report on the Germans who were 
trying to lay mines in the busy shipping 
lanes using aircraft. 

During the Sixties, Screaming Lord Sutch 
set up Radio Sutch in one of the towers. The 
station was later sold to Reginald Calvert, 
who ran Radio City from the fort, until he 
was shot in a dispute over the station’s own¬ 
ership. 

Presenter Mr Oliver said: “Making Coast 
has been a life-changing experience for me. I 
love Britain - it’s beautiful, fascinating; a 
culturally, linguistically, historically-rich 
country. 

“For the casual observer we tell enough 
about any given story that it’s a complete 
story, in a nutshell. But it is enough informa¬ 
tion to inspire some people to go off and find 
out more on their own.” 

In Dover, presenter Alice Roberts re-lived 
the glamour days of the hovercraft crossing 
to France during the 1960s. 

She learned how to fly a hovercraft and dis¬ 
covered how an experiment with kitchen 
scales and a hairdryer led to their invention. 

The programme boasts 3.5 million viewers 
and tourism bosses will no doubt be hoping it 
will give a boost to the Kent coast, and par¬ 
ticularly to the Whitstable Oyster Festival,

which this year runs from July 18 to 25. 

Mr Crane, who will be exploring the geolo¬ 
gy of the Isle of Wight and how the ice that 
cut the fjords of Norway also sculpted our 
landscape this series, told Yourcanterbury: 
“Anecdotally, people in the towns we’ve visit¬ 
ed have always been very pleased about the 
attention they have received following the 
programme, but Coast is not a holiday show. 

“It’s a factual but entertaining look at 
Britain’s coastline. There are hundreds of 
hours of work that go into each programme, 
and a lot is packed in to an hour of Coast.” 

The new Coast series is shown on BBC2 at 
8pm on Tuesdays.

Boyfriend jailed for attack 

A THUG who attacked his pregnant girl¬ 
friend in a park has been jailed for 150 days. 

Kieran Lewis, 19, of Godwin Road, 
Thanington, was on bail for a previous 
assault on 18-year-old Samantha Evenden 
when he kicked her in the gardens in Castle 
Street, Canterbury. 

Nine days earlier he attacked Samantha at 
their flat in Godwin Road. Jody Tyman, pros¬ 
ecuting at Canterbury Magistates Court, 
said neighbours heard screaming. 

An argument had flared and Lewis pinned 
Samantha to a sofa. She escaped and he 
pinned her to a bed, cutting her lip. 

During the incident in Castle Street he 
tried to grab Samantha’s keys before stamp¬ 
ing on her leg. Samantha was nine weeks 
pregnant. In a statement she told the court 
she lived in fear of Lewis. 

Lewis admitted both assaults and was sent 
to a young offenders institution. 


Drunken sailor gets fine 

SEADOG Nicholas Smith was unable to do 
his 150 hours community service for refusing 
to take a breath test because he never knows 
which port he’ll be in. 

Smith, 53, of Sunbeam Avenue, Heme Bay 
was hit with a £500 fine by Canterbury mag¬ 
istrates instead. 

At a previous hearing he received a 44 
month driving ban after he refused the test 
when stopped in Avenue Road, Heme Bay. 

Smith skippers a small trawler operating 
out of Whitstable and goes where the fish 
take him, the court was told. 

On top of the fine Smith had to pay £15 vic¬ 
tim surcharge. 

Rare butterflies thriving 

A BUTTERFLY colony of the rare heath frit¬ 
illary variety is doing very well in the Blean 
nature reserve. 

The number of the protected species has 
grown in the reserve near Canterbury from 
just six in 2006 to 1,300 this year. 

Marsh fritillary butterfly numbers are 
declining in almost every European country 
and the species is extinct in parts of Belgium. 

The UK is one of the European strongholds 
for the species, but it has disappeared from 
most of eastern England and Scotland.

Cathedral worker will 
climb mountains to 
raise needed funds 

WILLIAM ROE is used to climbing the Bell 
Harry tower, but this week he will be climbing 
mountains to save the cathedral. 

Mr Roe, Canterbury Cathedral’s director of 
works, regularly climbs the 235 feet up the 
central bell tower to oversee vital conservation 
work. 

But he will soon be grappling with a much 
higher challenge when he attempts to reach 
the summit of three of the four highest High 
Atlas Mountains in Africa. 

The three mountains are Jbel Akioud, Jbel 
Ouanoukrim and Jbel Toubkal. They are all 
over 13,250ft, which is more than 56 times 
higher than the cathedral. 

The 49-year-old is attempting the three 
peaks over ten days from July 14 along with 
nine sixth-formers from St Edmund’s School, 
including his son, and teacher Robert Bacon. 

Mr Roe said: “In my job I am spending other 
people’s money, money that people have kind¬ 
ly donated, and I am trying to spend it as wise¬ 
ly as possible to get the job done. 

“But since I started in this position two years 
ago I’ve wanted to do something myself for the 
appeal. 

“In a way, it’s a win-win situation for me - 
apart from the climbing bit, and the aching bit 
and all that sweating. 

“It will be a courageous struggle for me as I 
overcome my fears and push my body to 
extremes I haven’t experienced since winning 
the egg and spoon race for six to seven year 
olds at the Lilley village fete in 1967.”

Q Which is better, the International Baccalaureate (IB) or 
A Levels? 

A Having taught both now, I can see that IB 
challenges students to explore their 
approach to academic studies in a very differ¬ 
ent way to A Levels. 

IB students choose their option subjects as 
well as continuing with the study of humani¬ 
ties, language, maths, and science. As a result, 
they leave school with a wider range of profi¬ 
ciencies that will help them in the world. In 
addition, many of our students volunteer in 
local primary schools for the service part of the 
IB. These experiences bring profound insights 
about their role as individuals making a posi¬ 
tive contribution to a community. 

Whilst A Levels are valuable, I consider the 
IB to be more holistic educationally, as well as 
demanding very high academic standards. 


Q 


What do you think of teacher's licenses? 


A Of course, it is very important to have 
teachers that are effective in teaching! This 
is why there are regular inspections of schools, 
and why local education authorities monitor a 
school’s progress carefully. Internally, each 
teacher undergoes yearly performance man¬ 
agement. I am a teaching union representa¬ 
tive, and there are procedures followed if a 
teacher is not maintaining teaching stan¬ 
dards, which can result in dismissal. So, I am 
not totally convinced that we need to invest in 
another assessment process. 


Q What do you think of government plans to make school 
give struggling pupils one-on-one tuition? 

A I know many teachers who make time at 
lunchtimes, after school, and in holiday 
time, to work with students who are strug¬ 
gling to achieve. 

For students with emotional or academic 
challenges, there will be times when being 
part of class of 30 for every lesson will not 
meet their needs. If we can use capable tutors 
to support struggling students, building up 
their skills and self-confidence, then we are 
investing in their future - and that’s what 
education is about, isn’t it? 

Q Should school pupils lower their aspirations in times like 
these? 

A A high majority of our students progress to 
further education. The courses they choose 
will mostly be career-oriented, but many will 
not take part in the world of full-time work for 
a few years. 

I cannot predict the changes to come in the 
workplace in the next 20 years. Specialisms 
are important, and training for a specific 
career is still of great value, but it is important 
to be able to adapt one’s skills to take advan¬ 
tage of a range of opportunities.

Experts baffled 
by speed camera 
revenue drop-off

THE number of speeding drivers caught by 
cameras has dropped by nearly two-thirds in 
a year, latest figures show. 

The surprise drop has baffled road safety experts, but has 
been put down to a combination of drivers getting used to 
the cameras and the popularity of sat nav systems. 

However, critics say the figures mean nothing if they 
don’t coincide with a reduction in the number of accidents, 
deaths and injuries. 

New statistics show that last year 22,701 
drivers were clocked exceeding the speed 
limit by Gatso cameras and roadside vans - 
34,833 fewer than the year before. 

“This is a huge drop,” said Katherine 
Barrett of the Kent and Medway Safety 
Camera Partnership. ‘We think people are 
becoming more tolerant of cameras and more 
aware of where they are. 

We put signs up to warn motorists, have a 
ten per cent plus 2mph tolerance level and 
publish all the locations on the website, so there isn’t real¬ 
ly an excuse. 

“Hopefully people are accepting that cameras are now a 
permanent safety feature on the roads and not there as 
revenue raisers.” 

Since the partnership was formed in 2002, 394,189 driv¬ 
ers have been snapped breaking speed limits at 75 fixed 
camera sites. 

The fixed penalty notices handed out last year represent 
£1.3 million in revenue for the Government - a huge drop 
on the £3.4m made in 2007. 

Speeding peaked in 2004 when 82,906 people were 


caught, making £5m. Every driver has to pay at least a £60 
fine and gets three points on their licence. 

Terry Hudson, area organiser for the Association of 
British Drivers, said: “This looks good on paper but have 
the rates of accidents, deaths and injuries gone down, too? 

“Cameras have their uses in some places but I don’t 
think they should be used to judge whether somebody is a 
good or bad driver. It’s about speeding in the wrong places. 

“Perhaps the reduction in tickets is due to the downturn 
in the economy and people using cars less. I think drivers 
are also more aware of the fines they will have to pay if 
they are caught.” 

Road safety campaigner Caroline Hobbs, 
whose eight-year-old daughter Jade and 
mother Margaret Kuwertz, 79, were killed 
while trying to cross the A249 at Detling, 
near Maidstone, in 2000, gave a cautious wel¬ 
come the reduction. 

“If these figures show cameras are reduc¬ 
ing accidents, that’s great,” she said. “But if it 
just means a reduction in the number of driv¬ 
ers getting ticketed, then it makes no odds. 

“Most people who drive on the A249 are 
used to the camera being there and slow 
down, and that could be the case at other sites. And lot of 
people have sat nav systems now, especially if they do a lot 
of driving, and they can warn motorists about cameras. 

“I’d put this down to people knowing where the cameras 
are and having better technology to warn them, but even 
then it’s a pretty amazing drop.” 

The partnership has also just released its latest crash fig¬ 
ures, which show the number of people killed or seriously 
injured has reduced by 63 per cent since 2002. 

“There’s no getting around it, safety cameras are definite¬ 
ly having an impact on reducing casualties,” Ms Barrett 
said.

'No water shortage despite heatwave' 

DESPITE the recent heatwave and predicted glorious summer, Kent 
is unlikely to see a hosepipe ban over coming months. 

Environment Agency manager for Kent and East Sussex Andrew 
Pearce said the county had plenty of water in its reservoirs and 
ground water supply because of a wet winter - but we need to save. 

He said: “In the South East we have the highest usage of water in 
the UK,” he said. "If we can reduce it by 35 litres a day to 130 litres 
per person per day, then we can save £1.6 billion in not having to 
build reservoirs.”

If you won't embrace British 
culture, why are you here?

I was bom in India and emigrated to the UK 
many years ago. I consider myself British, as 
reflected in my speech, my integration with 
the my community, my willingness to obey 
English laws and, in all ways, to act British, 
not set myself apart!

OYSTER eaters, music lovers and 
art aficionados are all gearing up 
for this week’s Whitstable Oyster 
Festival. 

Thousands are expected to attend what 
organisers are calling ‘one of Kent’s biggest 
festivals this year.” 

The occasion, an ancient celebration of 
Whitstable’s most famous export, kicks off 
this week with traditional seaside 
activities, art exhibitions, music and 
plenty for the children too. 

It takes place in Whitstable, the 
idyllic seaside town whose oys¬ 
ters have been a delicacy since 
Roman times. 

The week gets going with 
the traditional Landing of the 
Oysters and Oyster Parade, traditions which 
date back to Norman times. 

Then there is the low-tide mud tug, oyster 
eating competitions, crab catching and grotter 


day for the kids, and a packed programme 
from funk to photography, storytelling to 
samba, and bike rides to belly-dancing. 

As well as the highlights you will find on the 
opposite page, there are also exhibitions and 
events which run throughout the festivities. 

There is an exhibition of local artists’ work 
at the Horsebridge Centre and photography 
at the Methodists’ Church. 

Whitstable Museum is running creepy crawly 
events for kids throughout the week, and there 
is an open studio trail for the more discerning 
connois- 


Discover the oyster lace-makers at 
Whitstable Improvement Trust, and try crafts 
for yourself at 2pm in the Horsebridge Centre 
throughout the week.

Oyster festival history 

WHITSTABLE has fished for oysters for a long time and cele¬ 
brating a good oyster year is an ancient tradition. 

Being practical folk, in Norman times Whitstable fishermen 
held their annual festival in the slack period for oysters when 
there was less oyster fishing to do - this was traditionally in 
the summer. 

The Holy Day festival would consist of a church ceremony, 
and then feasting, dancing, games and contests. 

It came to fall on July 25, the feast day of St James of 
Compostella, patron saint of oysters. 

A great festival highlight is the Landing of the Oysters, 
where Whitstable Sea Scouts bring oysters ashore in a tradi¬ 
tional yoke to be blessed by a clergyman before they are pre¬ 
sented to the Lord Mayor. 

In an ancient ceremony the oysters are then passed to inns 
and restaurants as part of the colourful Oyster Parade which 
passes through the town centre. 

Grotter Building, making hollow mounds of sand or mud 
decorated with oyster shells, is another local tradition not to 
be missed. 

These were originally built by children who would beg a 
penny for a grotter. These days they are kept 
until evening when they are lit by candles 
‘ v and provide an eerie spectacle on the 

beach. 

There are also the fun and messy 
oyster eating com¬ 
petitions, where 
entrants have 
to eat six oys¬ 
ters and half a 
pint of local 
beer in the short¬ 
est time possible, 
and the low tide mud 
tug, a messy tug of war on 
the beach.

I’VE been talking to Robin Wright 
Penn for ten minutes and she’s 
already slipped into an English 
accent three times. 

We’re in Edinburgh, where she is promoting 
her latest film The Private Lives Of Pippa Lee 
and on the first two occasions I assume she’s 
putting it on for comic effect. 

On the third, I can’t help but point these 
moments of received pronunciation and she 
looks startled. 

“I know,” the 43-year-old says confessionally. 
“It’s because when I’m around you people I feel 
just like I have to speak like this because I 
hate my accent. I feel very American around 
you guys.” 

She starts making a whining sound and 
adds: “That’s what I sound like to myself when 
I’m around you.” 

Robin’s father is English so she had a head¬ 
start with the accent and the California-based 
actress admits that - after putting on her cos¬ 
tume - adopting another accent helps her get 
into character. 

“Clothing is so important to me when find¬ 
ing a character. It changes your walk, the way 
you hold your arms, the way you sit: it’s maybe 
the most important thing. Of course, if you 
have an accent, that’s even better.” 

In her title role as Pippa Lee, a 50-year-old 
woman heading for a mental breakdown after 
moving to a retirement village with her older 
husband, Robin didn’t have to feign an accent. 
But her clothes, she says, were instrumental in 
getting herself into the prim and proper role. 

Given starched beige trousers and plain 
blouses, her on-screen wardrobe is eye-catch¬ 
ing in its plainness.

“It was genius picking those very conserva¬ 
tive, wardrobe pieces for me, and the curl in 
the hair aged me, too. 

Although close to her character in age, the 
almost-50 actress says the clothes really 
helped her get into the part. 

“I really felt her, every day, because I wear 
this,” she says, pointing at her skinny jeans 
and tailored leather jacket. “Always have.” 

In the film, Pippa has an affair with her 
friend’s son, played by Keanu Reeves, who res¬ 
cues her from her troubled past and the sub¬ 
urban drudgery in which she ends up living. 


Pitched to movie audiences as an age-gap 
relationship film, in real life Keanu is actually 
a year older than Robin. 

She admits that kissing him on set wasn’t 
strange, because of the on-screen chemistry.

O PSYCH0VILLE 

BBC 2,10pm, Friday 

IN a week of bizarre news - which saw 
mourners wave a white-gloved goodbye 
to the king of pop and a man drowned 
in a vat of chocolate - Psychoville 
seems genteel in comparison. 

The fourth instalment of this serial 
killer panto was most notable for one 
extraordinary thing. 

It wasn’t the usual queasy blend of 
Hammer horror schlock and dark 
humour that was unusual. 

Anyone familiar with its creators - 
the men behind BBC2’s equally 
disturbing League of Gentlemen - 
will be well used to that. 

What was incredible was how tech¬ 
nically perfect this episode seemed, 
done as it was in one long unflinching 
and brutally involving shot. 

For the unaware, Psychoville tells 
the macabre tale of a freakish 
assortment of murderous characters 
all over the country who are being 
blackmailed by a shadowy raincoated 
and glove-wearing bloke. 

Its cast includes a blind toy-obsessed 
loner, a pom movie panto dwarf, a one- 
handed clown and a nurse who thinks 
her baby doll is alive. 

The previous three episodes paraded 
the oddball cast in a series of cringe- 
inducing, bloodthirsty and lurid sce¬ 
narios - that were often brutal, slickly 
edited and occasionally hilarious. 

A link between all of them has been 
hinted at and it appeared we were 
headed towards a formulaic ending, 
tying up the loose ends. 

But on Thursday last week, the 
show took an unexpected detour into 
an apparently traditional BBC format 
- the television play.

LIVING HISTORY: Spectacular Arundel Castle offers visitors an array of activities for a fun-packed day out

TAKING care to dodge the cyclists, 
I moved to the edge of the rutted 
chalk footpath to take in the view 
from Britain’s next national park - 
and saw a panorama to compare 
with the Alps. 

To the north, beyond the plain of the Weald, 
was the ridge my National Trust notes identi¬ 
fied as the Hog’s Back. “Blunt bow-headed, 
whale-backed downs” is how Rudyard Kipling 
described a similar scene. 

Below me, the village of South Harting was 
nestled around its medieval church spire, the 
fields occasionally patterned by sunlight 
bursting between clouds. 

Gloomsters agonise about the fate of the 
South Downs when it becomes Britain’s 15th 
National Park in 2010. But in the sleepy rural 
lanes of West Sussex, southwards from 
Crawley through the Arun Valley to the coast, 
only a vivid imagination would worry about 
this special place getting too crowded. 

The town of Arundel, for example, is such a 
historic gem that you would expect it to be 
swamped already. 

Is the castle worth it for visitors paying £15 
per head? Probably, because you get so many 
bangs for your bucks: walled gardens, aug¬ 
mented by the spectacular Earl Collector’s 
Garden opened last summer; the keep and its 
ancient battlements, voice-overs re-enacting a 
Civil War siege; and then the house itself, 
largely rebuilt in the late-19th Century and 
family home for generations of the Howards, 
one England’s great Catholic families. 

Beyond the castle are the sort of attractions 
that would enable a family to holiday happily 


around Arundel this summer for a week. 

At Swanborough Lake, where families go 
boating beneath cliffs covered in trees and 
bushes, the setting is so perfect that Sir 
Winston Churchill tried to paint it when he 
stayed at the castle. 

Nearby, the 65-acre Wildfowl and Wetlands 
Centre, part of the famous charity based at 
Slimbridge, offers challenges galore with an 
‘eco’ theme: sunrise safaris; evening bat walks; 
silent, electric boat rides; summer pond¬ 
dipping and bug-hunting; collections of rare 
species of wildfowls; and play areas with two 
new giant bird feeders large enough for chil¬ 
dren to climb inside. 

A couple of miles away was our base to 
explore this delightful comer of West Sussex: 
the remarkable Bailiffscourt Hotel, one of 
few country-house hotels with the sea at the 


bottom of the garden - the English Channel on 
the shingle of Climping Beach. 

With mellow stone walls beneath a massive 
thatched roof, Bailiffscourt would appear to be 
a centuries-old Cotswold house. In fact, this 
splendid architectural fake was created by the 
Guinness family in the 1930s, and has become 
the sort of place where couples go for a quiet, 
luxurious stay to remember. 

Forget all that waffle about Wi-Fi - our room 
had a huge four-poster bed, an open fireplace, 
already laid with paper and kindling, and a 
basket of logs to be tossed on the flames when¬ 
ever we felt a tad chilly. 

Next morning, before breakfast, the ultimate 
luxury: a choice between a visit to the health 
club with both indoor and outdoor pools, or an 
easy stroll down to the beach to share the ris¬ 
ing dawn with the wave-skimming seagulls.

Offset mortgages can 
work saving wonders 

OFFSET mortgages can be attractive for 
borrowers with spare cash they want to 
hang on to but that is not earning much 
interest because of low interest rates. 

This type of mortgage allows home- 
owners to use their savings to reduce 
loan costs while keeping access to their 
money - and to earn an interest rate of 
4.6 per cent. 

They work because those who use 
them as well as taking out a mortgage 
have a separate savings account with 
the bank that has lent the mortgage. 

Instead of receiving interest, these 
linked accounts reduce the interest paid 
on the mortgage. 

The account balance is subtracted 
from the mortgage debt, with loan inter¬ 
est only charged on the net difference. 

According to First Direct, the average 
homeowner earns 4.6 per cent on sav¬ 
ings linked to these mortgages. 

However, offset loan rates can be high¬ 
er than those on other mortgages. 

Offsets make most sense for borrowers 
with significant savings, particularly 
higher-rate taxpayers who would other¬ 
wise lose 40 per cent of their interest in 
taxable accounts. 

Company tackles site 
shunned by builders 

REGENERATION specialist the Brown¬ 
field Land Assembly Company has 
bought the old Bede and Dunstan 
Homes in College Road, Deal, and plans 
to build 16 new affordable homes. 

The five two-bedroom houses and 11 
three-bedroom houses will be built to 
Level 3 of the Government’s Code for 
Sustainable Homes and will be among 
the greenest in the area. 

BLAC is funded by the Government’s 
Homes and Communities Agency and 
has been established by Hyde Housing 
Association Limited, RJ Barwick 
Limited and South East England 
Development Agency to tackle the short¬ 
age of housing in the South East. 

It is funded specifically to identify, 
acquire and make useable difficult 
development sites. The College Road site 
had not attracted commercial interest 
due to the presence of asbestos, demoli¬ 
tion costs and flood-risk issues. 

BLAC is now working with Dover 
District Council and the Environment 
Agency to prepare the half-acre site for 
construction. Subject to planning per¬ 
mission, it is hoped construction will 
begin towards the end of the year.

ENERGY firms operating in the 
county may be in breach of EU 
rules by overcharging thousands of 
our poorest households. 

The warning comes from the National 
Housing Federation as energy regulator 
Ofgem has been accused of failing hard-up 
families. 

It comes after it emerged that several ener¬ 
gy firms were allowed to overcharge prepay 
meter customers by £464 million over a three- 
year period. 

While they are allowed to charge higher 
prices to prepay customers to cover meter 
installation and maintenance costs, those 
charges need to be ‘cost-reflective’, otherwise 
suppliers risk being in breach of EU directives. 

Between 2006-08, millions of prepay meter 
customers were charged well in excess of the 
average extra cost for installing and maintain¬ 
ing both gas and electricity prepay meters,

New Mini celebrates 
making 1.5m milestone 

JUST weeks after marking 50 years of 
the original Mini, BMW’s Oxford plant 
reached another milestone by producing 
the 1.5 millionth ‘new Mini’ since its 
launch in 2001. 

Inspired by and emulating the 60s icon, 
the new generation series has been a UK 
export success, sold in more than 80 
countries and an all-electric Mini E also 
goes on trial in the UK soon with govern¬ 
ment support. Some 5.3 million ‘classic’ 
Minis (1959-2000) were built, taking the 
combined Mini count to 6.8m. 



KangooII proves that 
it's no 'van ordinaire' 

JUST as Britain’s recession-hit drivers 
shun glitz and glamour, French carmak¬ 
ers have boosted the appeal of utility 
MPVs like the Renault Kangoo. 

The second generation Kangoo is no 
longer disadvantaged in consumers’ eyes 
by being van-based; the more expensive 
Renault Scenic was the donor this time, 
yet Kangoo prices begin at a recession 
busting £11,200 for a more capacious car 
with the same rear sliding doors layout 
to tempt a variety of buyers needing a 
weekday van/weekend family holdall. 



PABLO Picasso was a master of 
the unorthodox and it is not hard 
to see why Citroen "signed’ its MPV 
sub-brand after the Spanish artist. 

The seven-seat C4 Grand Picasso (from 
£14,995) certainly fits the gallery with its dra¬ 
matic lines and interior flexibility. 

The cabin seems huge even without the £610 
full-length panoramic roof and there is plenty 
of stowage, with big lidded bins on a dash¬ 
board that mixes pragmatic layout with flair. 

Comfortable seats complement good ride 
quality and refinement and the middle three 
adjust quickly and separately and flip/slide 
simply for access to the rearmost pair, though 
using these leaves minimal boot space. 

I would normally recommend buying a 
diesel MPV for economy and low-down grunt 
to cope with possible heavy loads, even though 
you must cover more miles to recover higher 
upfront costs. 

So I was dubious about the 1.6-litre petrol 
test car with Citroen’s EGS semi-auto gear¬ 
box, loaned by Wilmoths, Maidstone. 

Doubts dispersed quickly though; the lively

150bhp motor takes the Grand Picasso to 
62mph in 10.2 seconds. And the six-speed EGS 
can also be driven in fully automatic mode or as 
a clutchless manual using a sequential lever or 
paddle shifts either side of the stationary steer¬ 
ing wheel hub - now a Citroen trademark.

The South African has several offers from other coun¬ 
ties for his signature, with Lancashire, Yorkshire and 
Surrey believed to be in the hunt to sign Kent’s star 
batsman. 

The 35-year-old is out of contract at the end of this 
summer and is contemplating a move away from the St 
Lawrence Ground, although Kent have also put an offer 
to the Kolpak player in a bid to keep him. 

The Kent vice-captain told Yourcanterbury that offers 
were on the table, including one from Kent, and hopes 
to make a decision soon. 

“At this stage it comes down to family and I have got 
to make the right decision by them,” he said. “There are 
a couple of offers on the table but I am just going to give 
myself a couple of weeks, or maybe a little bit longer, to 
make a decision. 

“I don’t want to comment too much on it but Kent 
have come to the party and put something on the table 
and it’s now up to me to make the decision. 

“It’s not the sort of decision you can make straight 
away as there are lots of permutations that I have to 
consider but it should be in the next two or three 
weeks.” 

Losing van Jaarsveld would be a big blow for the club 
as the South African is without doubt one of the top bat¬ 
ters in the county game.
